AN ACT
RELATING TO TAXATION; PROVIDING AN INCOME TAX CREDIT BASED ON
FILING STATUS, PERSONAL EXEMPTIONS AND TAXABLE INCOME;

AMENDING, REPEALING AND ENACTING SECTIONS OF THE NMSA 1978.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. A new section of the Tax Administration Act,
Section 7-1-83 NMSA 1978, is enacted to read:

"7-1-83. [NEW MATERIAL] INDEXING AMOUNTS FOR INFLATION.--

The dollar value of an amount used to specify a tax, a credit,
a rebate or any other provision that is indexed for inflation
pursuant to this section shall be adjusted each calendar year
subsequent to the base year according to the following rules:
A. to determine the dollar value of an amount for a
calendar year, the dollar value of the amount in the base year

shall be multiplied by the inflation adjustment factor
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determined pursuant to Subsection B of this section and then
rounded according to the rules in Subsection D of this section;

B. the inflation adjustment factor for a calendar
year is the lesser of one or the quotient of a fraction:

(1) the numerator of which is the sum of the
monthly consumer price index values for the twelve months
ending in August of the preceding calendar year; and

(2) the denominator of which is the sum of the
monthly consumer price index values for the twelve months
ending in August of the year preceding the base year;

C. as used in this section, the "consumer price
index" is the last consumer price index published by the United
States department of labor for all urban consumers, for all
items and for the current series; and

D. the amount determined under Subsection A of this
section, before rounding, shall be rounded according to the
following rules:

(1) if the amount is no more than five hundred
dollars ($500) to the nearest one dollar ($1.00);

(2) 1if the amount is more than five hundred
dollars ($500) but no more than five thousand dollars ($5,000),
to the nearest five dollars ($5.00);

(3) if the amount is more than five thousand
dollars ($5,000) but no more than fifty thousand dollars

($50,000), to the nearest fifty dollars ($50.00); and
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(4) 1if the amount is more than fifty thousand
dollars ($50,000), to the nearest five hundred dollars ($500)."

B. A taxpayer who files an individual New Mexico
income tax return and is not a trust, estate or dependent of
another taxpayer may claim a credit in an amount determined
under Paragraphs (1) through (5) of this subsection according to
the taxpayer's filing status reduced by the amount determined
under Paragraph (6) of this subsection.
